Pipers Piping- 
Then and Now

Once upon a time on a July day in 
the 14th century, legend says, a pied 
piper lured all the children away from 
the village of Hamelin and into a moun¬ 
tain. 

Once upon another time on a July 
morning in the 20th century — and this 
is no legend — thousands of children 
from many villages and towns were 
lured to Hollywood Bowl by the piping 
and fiddling and tooting and drumming 
of 105 musicians of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 

As in the legend of long ago the chil¬ 
dren were quite happy to be lured by the 
music. Five years ago children’s concerts 
were revived in Hollywood Bowl. They 
had been given as early as 1922 and 
again in 1923 and 1936. Now they are 
billed as “Popcorn Concerts,” and there 
is plenty popping, besides popcorn. The 
date this year is July 9 at 9:30 a.m. 

In 1962, a conservative estimate set 
6,000 as the total of tickets that would 
be required for the morning event. Ten 
thousand showed up! The number in¬ 
creased the next year, and last summer 
13,000 cheering, applauding youngsters 
were on hand.

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IGOR STRAVINSKY, acknowledged the 
world’s greatest living composer, was 
born in Orianenbaum, Russia on June 17, 
1882. His musical promise manifested 
itself almost simultaneously with his 
power of speech, but his family sent him 
to study law instead at the University 
of St. Petersburg. It was Rimsky Korsa¬ 
koff who finally persuaded him that he 
must abandon his legal career and dedi¬ 
cate himself to music. His early works, 
despite certain apparent obligations to 
the musical environment about him, are 
marked by his characteristic orginality 
and power. At the age of twenty-five he 
composed Fireworks and a short time 
later his three major ballets, Firebird, 
Petrouchka and Rite of Spring — for 
Diaghilev’s Ballet Russe. Established 
from that point as a composer of the 
first rank, he began a period of chamber 
music composition which lasted from 
1914 through various phases during 
which he produced works in every area 
and type of composition. Among them 
are such varied masterpieces as Pri- 
baoutki, Three Japanese Lyrics, Renard, 
Les Noces, Histoire du Soldat , and sev¬ 
eral works for piano and other solo in¬ 
struments. 

In 1919 with the composition of Pul- 


cinella after themes of Pergolesi, Stra¬ 
vinsky entered a neo-classic period, pro¬ 
ducing in rapid succession his Octet for 
Wind Instruments, Mavra, Piano Con¬ 
certo, Sonata and Serenade for Piano, 
and others. 

With the employment of voices in 
Oedipus Rex, Symphony of Psalms, and 
Apollon Musagete, Stravinsky displayed 
his mastery of tonalities. His ballet The 
Fairy's Kiss, on themes of Tchaikovsky, 
expanded his field still further, demon¬ 
strating that a romantic composer could 
be assimilated easily into the new “ob¬ 
jective” school. 

Persephone, Concerto for Two Pianos, 
and Jeu des Cartes were the last works 
he composed before he left Europe to 
become a citizen of the United States. 
Here he began work with his Danses 
Concertantes and Norwegian Moods, but 
shortly thereafter he composed two 
major symphonies, Symphony in C, dedi¬ 
cated to the Chicago Symphony, and 
Symphony in Three Movements for the 
New York Philharmonic. 

With The Rake's Progress, one of the 
most successful contemporary operas, his 
coverage of the areas of composition 
was complete. Since that time he has 
continued to produce without interrup¬ 
tion. The Threni, Movements for Piano 
and Orchestra, Abraham and Isaac, 
Variations, Introitus are all among his 
later works. 

Stravinsky makes annual tours abroad 
with his associate Robert Craft, appear¬ 
ing in the major cities of the world from 
time to time. Though he is now eighty- 
four, his activities as both composer and 
conductor have not lessened. Recent 
projects have included recordings of his 
works for Columbia Records as well as a 
CBS documentary film, concerts in the 
Eastern European countries and concerts 
in the United States and Canada. This 
spring he conducted the opening concert 
of the Los Angeles Music Festival held 
at UCLA.

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ROBERT CRAFT was born in Kingston, 
New York in 1923. His musical studies 
at Juilliard were interrupted by military 
service in the medical corps of the 
United States Army. At the end of 
World War II he returned to Juilliard 
and at the same time obtained his grad¬ 
uate degree in philosophy from Columbia 
University. In 1946 he became a mem¬ 
ber of the Juilliard faculty and con¬ 
tinued his musical work at Tanglewood. 
It was there that he met Stravinsky. 

From 1947 to 1950 Craft, together 
with Stravinsky and Serge Koussevitsky, 


conducted the Chamber Art Society, 
which gave concerts annually at Car¬ 
negie and Town Hall. His permanent as¬ 
sociation with Stravinsky began in 1951. 

Since that time he has traveled, con¬ 
ducted, written and lectured with Stra¬ 
vinsky in the major cities of the world. A 
writer of acknowledged distinction, he 
has published articles, essays and notes 
on music and travel in the principal 
journals and magazines of America and 
England. As an authority on modern 
composition, he has written works — 
particularly on Schoenberg, Webern and 
Berg — which have become permanent 
acquisitions in the library of musicology. 

Mr. Craft is currently completing the 
fifth volume of dialogues with Stra¬ 
vinsky. During the past two years he and 
the maestro have conducted concerts in 
the Iron Curtain countries as well as at 
the Festivals of Europe and North 
America. Their regular concert tours 
have included appearances with the 
Cleveland and Cincinnati Symphonies, 
the Chicago Symphony, the Rochester 
Symphony and the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony. Summers have found them at 
Ravinia, the Hollywood Bowl, and the 
Vancouver Festival, among others.

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MUSIC BY IGOR STRAVINSKY 

(1882- ) 

A Hollywood Bowl opening night al¬ 
ways serves to renew impressions that 
belong uniquely to the Los Angeles scene. 
The imposing amphitheatre with its 
eternal half-ring of hills, the sprinkling 
of stars and lights on the soft night, the 
white-jacketed precision of the orchestra 
— all these spell nostalgia wherever 
Southern Californians gather. 

Another of Los Angeles’ treasured 
possessions is her distinguished resident 
Igor Stravinsky. But no matter how 
possessive we may be about Stravinsky, 
he remains a global figure. As these lines 
are written, two weeks before opening 
night, he is on a mission in Paris. 

When Alexander Siloti conducted Stra¬ 
vinsky’s Scherzo Fantastique and Fire¬ 
works in a St. Petersburg concert in 1909, 
the Russian ballet impresario Diaghileff 
was in the audience. Impressed with the 
young man’s talent, Diaghileff promptly 
engaged him, but the assignment — the 
orchestration of a Chopin nocturne and 
waltz for Les Sylphides — was hardly a 
test of his ability. Still, this was the be¬ 
ginning of a long association which was 
to bring fame to both men. Stravinsky’s 
first complete ballet for Diaghileff, The 
Firebird , followed only a year later. 

The pre-World War I era had begun. 
The coming conflict was to exorcise 
much of the ease, charm, and sweetness 
of European art and life. New conditions 
were to become dominant — mechaniza¬ 
tion, international tensions, unsettling 
discoveries in the natural and social 
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sciences. Stravinsky’s Petrouchka (1911) 
and Rite of Spring (1913), with their 
primitivism, their propulsive rhythms 
and daring polytonal chords, were among 
the early artistic creations which proph¬ 
esied these developments. They did not 
steal their way peacefully into the mind 
of the public; on the contrary, they be¬ 
came the center of some of the most 
violent storms and controversies of ar¬ 
tistic history. 

Stravinsky’s connection with Diaghileff 
and the Ballet Russe was severed by the 
stresses of World War I. By 1919 he 
had renounced his Russian citizenship 
and settled in France. Already he had 
accomplished one of his chief contribu¬ 
tions to art — the transformation of the 
ballet from an entertainment medium to 
a serious form of expression, with mu¬ 
sical possibilities comparable to the sym¬ 
phony or the opera. He might have 
courted further success by continuing in 
the same path, but “about face” is a 
prominent term in all accounts of Stra¬ 
vinsky’s career. 

Gradually he abandoned the Russian 
elements in his music. Convinced that the 
day of the large, expensive orchestra was 
past, he applied himself to concise smaller 
forms, to procedures of the eighteenth- 
century classicists, and to a reserved, 
subjective style. Quite logically, the term 
“neo-classic” began to be applied to his 
music. Countless composers followed in 
his path. 

Stravinsky produced a profusion of 
works in many forms — opera, cantata, 
ballet, concerto, oratorio, Mass. Of the 
three ranking twentieth-century masters 
(Bartok and Schoenberg are the other 
two) he is the only one to compose sym¬ 
phonies. He has explored not only an 
abundance of forms, but a variety of 
styles, from neo-classicism up to the 
he is in the vanguard; his listeners are 
twelve-tone system and beyond. 

Stravinsky made his first visit to the 
United States in 1925, and returned 
many times thereafter. After the out¬ 
break of World War II he took up resi¬ 
dence in this country, spending a year 

















lecturing at Harvard, then coming to 
Hollywood in 1941. In time he became 
an American citizen. 

Many of his compositions are iden¬ 
tifiable with American life. Even before 
he became a resident of the United States 
he composed works such as the Sym¬ 
phony of Psalms, Card Game ballet, and 
Dumbarton Oaks Concerto for American 
individuals or organizations. In 1942 he 
composed a Circus Polka for a Barnum 
and Bailey elephant ballet. The Scherzo 
a la Russe (1944) was composed for 
Paul Whiteman, the Ebony Concerto for 
Woody Herman, and the Ballet Scenes 
for a Billy Rose revue. 

The special version of the Star-Spangled 
Banner, which is played tonight, was ar¬ 
ranged for performances in Boston. It 
was withdrawn after a single hearing 
there, upon the discovery of an old 
Massachusetts law which prohibited ar¬ 
rangements of the national anthem. 

THE SONG OF THE NIGHTINGALE 

Stravinsky composed his early opera 


The Nightingale to a libretto by himself 
and the writer Stephan Mitusov, based on 
a Hans Christian Andersen fairy tale. 
Having completed the first act in 1909, 
he interrupted the composition in order 
to create his famous ballets for Diaghi- 
leff. Not until 1914 did he complete the 
second and third acts. In May of the 
same year Monteux conducted the pre¬ 
miere at the Paris Opera. London per¬ 
formances followed, but the work was 
not a success. 

Overcoming his chagrin that Stra¬ 
vinsky had conceived and produced a 
work in which he had no part, Diaghileff 
suggested in 1917 that he revise The 
Nightingale as a ballet. Stravinsky wel¬ 
comed the idea, for it was an opportunity 
to utilize the second and third acts, and 
to discard the first, which no longer 
reflected his thinking. In December, 
1919, Ernest Ansermet conducted it in 
the concert version, designated a “sym¬ 
phonic poem.” The following February 
the ballet appeared, with choreography 
by Massine and mise-en-scene by Ma- 
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tisse. The music has enjoyed its greatest 
currency as a symphonic poem — a form 
in which Stravinsky has shown an in¬ 
terest at no other time, and which he has 
rejected on grounds that “it entirely de¬ 
pends on elements that are extraneous to 
music.” 

The story concerns the Emperor of 
China, who is visited by a nightingale 
belonging to a poor fisherman. The 
nightingale charms the emperor with her 
marvelous song. Then a rival appears — 
a mechanical nightingale of gold and 
jewels, the gift of the Emperor of Japan. 
When it sings, the real nightingale de¬ 
parts. The angry Emperor of China ban¬ 
ishes her forever from his kingdom. 

The emperor becomes very ill. In a de¬ 
lirium, he sees Death sitting beside him, 
his staff in one hand and his banner in 
the other. He craves the song of his me¬ 
chanical nightingale to soothe his fever, 
but the bird is mute. Now the real night¬ 
ingale comes from her home by the sea, 


and sings, not only to the delight of the 
emperor, but to the specter beside him. 
The nightingale makes a bargain with 
Death, singing in return for his promise 
to leave the emperor. 

The emperor falls into a deep sleep, 
while his courtiers, in a funeral march, 
enter to mourn their supposedly dead 
sovereign. The emperor awakes, re¬ 
freshed by his slumbers, and utters a 
hearty “Bonjour” to his amazed subjects. 
The nightingale now must depart, but 
promises to sing to the emperor every 
night from the wood, until dawn appears 
in the sky. 

The contrast between the real and the 
mechanical nightingale is reflected in the 
orchestration: the music of the real 
nightingale is sung by solo flute and solo 
violin, while that of the mechanical is 
given to piccolo, flute or oboe. The plan 
of the composition follows: 

A. The Fete in the Emperor of China’s 
Palace. 
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1. Opening section, from the second 
act of the opera, depicting the bustle in 
the palace, in preparation for the ap¬ 
pearance of the emperor. The important 
second theme is introduced by muted 
trumpet: 


Farther on, two trombones proclaim 
the chamberlain’s “Make Way! The em¬ 
peror approaches!” 

2. Chinese march. At times grotesque 
depiction of the assembling of the im¬ 
perial court. Thematic material largely 
built on the pentatonic scale: 


An orchestral fff signifies the entrance 
of the emperor. 

B. The Two Nightingales. 

1. A cadenza for solo flute leads to a 
melody beginning in flute and E flat clari¬ 
net — the nightingale’s song of joy in the 
beauty and freedom of nature: 


2. A return of the bustling opening 
section announces the arrival of the Jap¬ 
anese envoys. A trumpet phrase is the 
announcement by the Third Envoy that 
the Emperor of Japan has sent his night¬ 
ingale, “the rival of that of the Emperor 
of China.” After a pause, the music of 
the mechanical nightingale is heard — 
piccolo, flute, and oboe, accompanied by 
celesta, piano, harps, strings. 

3. A short figure for muted trombone 
is the emperor’s expression of displeasure, 
and his banishment of the real nightin¬ 
gale. Fragments of the Chinese march 
describe the departure of the emperor 
and his retinue. 

4. The song of the fisherman, from 
the end of the second act of the opera, 
here given to the solo trumpet. It is a 
lament for the end of summer, and the 
departure of life’s beauty and spirit. 
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C. Illness and Recovery of the Em¬ 
peror of China. 

1. A rhythmic section from the intro¬ 
duction to the third act — the scene of the 
ailing emperor on his huge bed. Soon 
we hear, on the flute, the welcome song 
of the nightingale, telling of the tran¬ 
quil garden where the dead sleep peace¬ 
fully. 

2. The last phrase of the song having 
died away on the muted solo violin, the 
funeral march of the courtiers begins, 
pianissimo. An accented chord interrupts 
the mock solemnity; harps, timpani, and 
cymbals suggest the emperor’s cheery 
"Bonjour.” 

3. Epilogue, originally accompanying 
the slow descent of the curtain. Repre¬ 
sented by the trumpet, the fisherman 
sings of his happiness at the return of his 
friend the nightingale, whose song in the 
wood will always tell how abiding is 
beauty, and how fleeting is death. 


DIVERTIMENTO FROM 
“THE FAIRY'S KISS" 

In 1928, having finished his ballet 
Apollon Musagetes , Stravinsky received 
an invitation from the dancer Ida Rubin¬ 
stein to compose a new ballet inspired 
by the music of Tchaikovsky. Having 
been an admirer of Tchaikovsky from his 
youth, and perceiving that the Paris pro¬ 
duction of the new work, in November 
of that year, would coincide with the 
thirty-fifth anniversary of Tchaikovsky’s 
death, * Stravinsky readily accepted the 
commission. 

Nearly twenty years before, Stravinsky 
had responded to the symbolism and 
piquancy of Hans Christian Andersen. 
Now, looking for a point of departure 
for his new ballet, he turned to the same 
source. The story which he chose was 
the allegorical Ice Maiden. As adapted by 
Stravinsky for the ballet, it tells of a 
young child who, separated from his 
mother in an Alpine snowstorm, is given 
a fateful kiss by a Fairy. 
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The boy is found and reared by peas¬ 
ants. Twenty years later, when he is 
about to marry, the Fairy returns. She 
takes him from his bride, and bestowing 
once more the kiss of destiny, transports 
him to other-worldly regions where he 
will be hers for eternity. 

Stravinsky identified the allegorical 
bridegroom with Tchaikovsky, and the 
Fairy with his muse. Summing up the 
thought, he observed, “The muse having 
similarly branded Tchaikovsky with her 
fatal kiss, the magic imprint has made 
itself felt in all the musical creations of 
this great artist.” 

The ballet was first produced in No¬ 
vember, 1928, at the Paris Opera, with 
the composer conducting. George Bal¬ 
anchine, who choreographed it for its 
first American production in 1937, point¬ 
ed out the difficult problems of staging it. 
Balanchine found it difficult, for instance, 
to make it clear that the young man of 
the second tableau is the same as the 
young child shown in the prologue. 

In spite of such problems, the ballet 
runs a remarkable expressive gamut — 
rude peasant dances, a fortune-telling 
scene, a wedding party, a bridal duet, the 
dramatic return of the Fairy, and finally 
the dissolution of the closing scene. 

Stravinsky chose almost all his themes 
from small, fairly obscure works of 
Tchaikovsky — a Humoresque, Natha 
Valse, Nocturne, Scherzo humoristique, 
a song Ah! qui briila d’amour, etc. So 
completely did he integrate his style with 
that of the earlier composer, that unless 
one is familiar with the Tchaikovsky 
pieces, it is impossible to tell where the 
one composer leaves off and the other 
begins. Rather than transcription, the 
treatment is re-composition — the work¬ 
ing of the materials into an entirely new 
work. 

I. Sinfonia. The opening section, with 
its rather doleful F minor theme, is as¬ 
sociated with the preliminary part of the 
story, in which the mother is carrying 
her child in the snow. The tempo in¬ 
creases to allegro in a new section, por- 
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traying supernatural spirits pursuing the 
woman, and separating her from her 
child. The Fairy appears, approaches the 
child, kisses him tenderly, and vanishes. 
The final part of the movement, vivace, 
is the scene of the peasants who come 
upon the abandoned child, seek vainly 
for his mother, and carry him off. 

II. Danses suisses. A village fair, with 
its dancers and music. In a central waltz 
section in slower tempo, the child, now 
grown to a young man, is seen dancing 
with his betrothed. The main theme, for 
horns, is oft repeated:

The dancers leave, and at length the 
betrothed departs too, leaving the young 
man alone. 

III. Scherzo. Scene at a mill, where the 
Fairy has led the young man. Here he 
finds his beloved playing dancing games 
with her companions. Much of the deli¬ 
cate working out is done in woodwind 
duet, for clarinets, bassoons, or perhaps 
more importantly, flutes. 

IV. Pas de deux, in three parts: 

1. Adagio. Begins with woodwind ca¬ 
denzas. In the ballet, a scene of the bride 
and bridegroom. 

2. A sprightly Variation, allegretto 
grazioso, danced by the bride. 

3. Fast and unproblematical Coda — 
final dance of the young man, the girl, 
and her companions. The divertimento 
ends with the passage in which the be¬ 
trothed goes to put on her wedding veil; 
the companions follow, and the bride¬ 
groom is left alone. 

“PETROUCHKA” BALLET: 

FINAL TABLEAU 

Petrouchka, Stravinsky’s most famous 
ballet, began as a Konzertstuck for piano 
and orchestra. 

The action takes place in Admiralty 
Square, St. Petersburg, about 1830. It is 
carnival time. An old Showman presents 
three animated puppets — Petrouchka, 
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the Ballerina, and the Moor. The Show¬ 
man’s magic has endowed the puppets 
with feelings and emotions. Of the three, 
Petrouchka is the most nearly human. 
He is conscious of his awkward appear¬ 
ance, resentful of the Showman’s cruelty, 
and deeply enamored of the Ballerina. 
She, however, is interested only in the 
gaudily attired Moor. Petrouchka in¬ 
trudes on a love scene of the Ballerina 
and the Moor, and is thrown out. 

At the opening of the fourth tableau 
the fun of the fair reaches its height. The 
opening section recalls the fair music of 
the first tableau. Then comes the Nurses’ 
Dance, to a radiant theme beginning on 
the oboe: 



Next a peasant dances with his bear. 

A very high clarinet represents the peas- ! 
ant’s pipe, and the tuba suggests the I 
clumsy gait of the bear. A rake vendor ! 
appears; he is tipsy, and throws bank¬ 
notes to the crowd. Two gipsies dance as 
the vendor plays on his accordion. A 
coachmen’s dance follows. The theme of 
the nurses is heard, as they return to 
dance with the coachmen. At the height 
of the revelry the dynamic level changes 
to piano; masqueraders enter; a masked 
devil elicits loud cries from the crowd. 
An important theme of the masqueraders’ 
dance is in 5-8 time: 



Distant cries on trumpets are heard; 
they grow louder. Petrouchka bursts in, 
with the Moor in pursuit. The Ballerina 
follows, trying to restrain him. There is 
a scuffle. Petrouchka, felled by the Moor’s 
scimitar, dies in the snow. 

The Showman shows the crowd that 
Petrouchka is only a doll with a wooden 
head. Suddenly there is a call, high in the 
trumpets. The Showman is terrified to 
see, above his booth, the ghost of Pe¬ 
trouchka, threatening and jeering. He 
drops the lifeless doll and retreats. Pe¬ 
trouchka, after all, has had the last laugh.

The girl confides to Siegfried the secret of the evil spell which weighs upon her and her 
friends. 

Transformed into swans by the evil magician, Rothbart, they can reappear in human 
shape only at night near these ruins. Deeply moved by the sad story of the swan-girl 
Odette, Siegfried prepares to kill the magician. No, says Odette sadly, that will not 
break the spell. Only the selfless love of a youth, who has never before vowed love to 
anybody, can remove the curse. Full of love for Odette, Siegfried swears everlasting 
faithfulness to her. 

Rothbart, who lives in the ruins of the castle, overhears the conversation between Odette 
and Siegfried.

New 
guests arrive. Rothbart, the magician, appears in disguise. With him is his daughter, Odile. 
The prince is struck by her amazing likeness to Odette. He takes Odile by the hand and 
escorts her into the palace garden. Rothbart charms the Queen who, flattered, invites him 
to sit beside her on the throne. Guests from foreign lands dance, and the Prince and Odile 
return. They dance together, revealing the cunning of Odile and the infatuation of the 
Prince. Under her spell he declares his love for Odile and proclaims that he has chosen 
her as his bride. The evil magician is triumphant. With malicious laughter, pointing at Odette 
who appears in the background, the magician and Odile vanish. The shaken Prince realizes 
he has been deceived. In despair he leaves the ball and runs to the lake of his beloved 
Odette. 

INTERMISSION 

ACT IV 

On the shore of the darkened lake, Odette, overcome by grief, tells her friends of Siegfried’s 
apparent betrayal. The swan-maidens despair. Their hope of freedom has gone forever. 
Siegfried rushes in begging forgiveness of Odette for his unwitting betrayal of her. In the 
castle he had mistaken Odile for Odette and it was to her, Odette, that his vow was made. 
Rothbart, who overhears this declaration, is enraged. A storm breaks, but nothing can 
separate Odette and Siegfried. At last Rothbart challenges the Prince but perishes in the 
combat. His spells are broken. Surrounded by her friends, Odette and Siegfried look with 
joy at the first rays of the rising sun.

Quixote rushes to his armour-bearer’s rescue. 

Don Quixote sees Kitri and believes her to be his fair Dulcinea whom he had seen in his 
dreams and whom he had chosen as his lady-love. 

But Kitri is no longer there. She has run away with Basil.

Monica to San Bernardino. The Los An¬ 
geles City School system spread the 
good news through 30,000 leaflets, thanks 
to the cooperation of William Hartshorn, 
supervisor of music in the public schools. 

First Hollywood Bowl concerts ex¬ 
clusively for children were given in the 
summer of 1922, Alfred Hertz, conduc¬ 
tor. In 1923 Emil Oberhoffer conducted 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic in eight 
concerts: Wednesday and Saturday after¬ 
noons for four weeks. Oberhoffer, found¬ 
er-conductor of the Minneapolis Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, had scheduled chil¬ 
dren’s concerts for all of his seasons 
there. 

In 1935 “Uncle Ernest” Schelling 
conducted one of his famous concerts 
for children in the Bowl and flashed his 
musical slides on a large screen stretched 
across the shell. The slides were collected 
over many years by Schelling and de¬ 
picted birthplaces and other interesting 
views of composers. 

James K. Guthrie, conductor of the 
Philharmonic’s winter series of Sym¬ 
phonies for Youth, will return to conduct 
the concert July 9. He made a tremen¬ 
dous hit last summer. 

For his “Very Special Concert for the 
Young,” Mr. Guthrie will conduct the 
following: Overture to Humperdinck’s 
opera Hansel and Gretel, selections from 
the Oscar-winning Sound of Music 
by Richard Rodgers, “On the Trail,” 
from Ferde Grofe’s Grand Canyon Suite; 
and the “Popcorn Choral Society” will 
open up their vocal chords for lusty 
group singing.
